Bio de Janeiro — Yellow fever and smallpox. 

Eio de Janeiro, Brazil, April 26, 1901. 
Sir: I have the honor to transmit the official sanitary report for 
April 1 to April 15, inclusive. 

There were 603 deaths from all causes, being at the rate of 40.20 per 
diem and corresponding to an annual death rate of 18.58 per 1,000 
against 35.37 and 16.23 per 1,000 during the foregoing fortnight. 

The number of deaths in regard to infectious and contagious diseases 
was as follows : Tuberculosis, 101 against 125 ; yellow fever, 31 against 
42; smallpox, 5 against 9; beriberi, 6 against 5; influenza, 6 against 
; typhoid fever, 1 against 4 ; dysentery, 3 against 6 ; scarlet fever, 
against 1 ; malarial fevers, 46 against 44. 

There were 631 births — that is, an average of 42.06 per diem, corre- 
sponding to an annual birth rate of 19.36 per 1,000.
